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Safety Precautions 


Before using the product, please ensure that you read the safety precautions described 
below. Always ensure that the product is used correctly. 

The safety precautions noted on the following pages are intended to prevent injuries to 
yourself and other persons, or damage to the equipment. 

Be sure to also check the guides included with any separately sold accessories you 
use. 


Denotes the possibility of serious injury or death. 


Do not trigger the flash in close proximity to people’s eyes. 

Exposure to the intense light produced by the flash could damage eyesight. In particular, 
remain at least one meter (39 inches) away from infants when using the flash. 

Store this equipment out of the reach of children and infants. 

Strap: Putting the strap around a child’s neck could result in asphyxiation. 

Time/date battery: Dangerous if swallowed. If this occurs, contact a doctor immediately. 

Use only recommended power sources. 

Do not attempt to disassemble, alter or apply heat to the product. 

Avoid dropping or subjecting the product to severe impacts.

Caution

When using the camera on a beach or at a windy location, be careful not to allow 
dust or sand to enter the camera. 

This may cause the product to malfunction. 


In regular use, small amounts of smoke may be emitted from the flash. 

This is due to the high intensity of the flash burning dust and foreign materials stuck to the 
front of the unit. Please use a cotton swab to remove dirt, dust or other foreign matter from 
the flash to prevent heat build-up and damage to the unit. 


Remove and store the batteries when you are not using the camera. 

If the batteries are left inside the camera, damage caused by leakage may occur. 


Before you discard the batteries, cover the terminals with tape or other 
insulators. 

Contacting other metal materials may lead to fire or explosions.

Do not charge batteries of different types at the same time, or use older batteries 
together with newer batteries. 

Do not insert the batteries with the + and - terminals reversed.

Getting Started 

This chapter explains preparations before shooting, how to shoot in 
GOB) mode, and then how to view and erase the images you take. The 
latter part of this chapter explains how to shoot and view images in 
Easy mode, how to shoot and view movies, and how to transfer images 
to a computer. 


Attaching the Strap/Holding the Camera 

Attach the included strap and wrap it around your wrist to avoid dropping 
the camera during use. 

Keep your arms tight against your body while holding the camera firmly by 
the sides when shooting. Be sure that your fingers do not block the flash.

Inserting the Batteries and Memory Card 

Insert the included batteries and a memory card (sold separately). 


Check the card’s write-protect tab. 

If the memory card has a write-protect tab, 
you will not be able to record images if the 
tab is in the locked position. Slide the tab 
up until you hear a click. 




2 Open the cover. 


• Slide and hold the cover lock ( の ）， then 
slide and open the cover (⑤） as shown. 
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Inserting the Batteries and Memory Card 


Insert the batteries. 

• Insert the batteries with (+) and (-) ends 
oriented correctly. 


Insert the memory card. 

• Insert the memory card as shown until it 
locks into place with a click. 

• Be sure the memory card is oriented 
correctly. Inserting the memory card in the 
wrong direction could damage the camera. 


Close the cover. 

Close the cover (①）， and press downward 
as you slide it until it clicks into place (d)). 


What if [Memory card locked] appears on the screen? 

SD, SDHC and SDXC memory cards have a write-protect tab. If this tab is in the 
locked position, [Memory card locked] will appear on the screen and you will not 
be able to take or erase images. 

Removing the Memory Card 

• Push the memory card in until you hear a 
click, then slowly release it. 

The memory card will pop up.

• Perform a low-level format (p.145) of the memory card when the camera 
does not operate properly, the recording/reading speed of a memory card 
has dropped, when continuous shooting speed slows down, or when 
movie recording stops suddenly. 

Pressing the Shutter Button 

To take images that are in focus, be sure to first press the shutter button 
lightly (halfway) to focus, then press fully to shoot. 




Press halfway (Press lightly to focus). 

• Press lightly until the camera beeps twice 
and AF frames appear where the camera 
focused. 

Press fully (Press fully to shoot). 

The camera plays the shutter sound and 
takes the shot. 




If you shoot without pressing the shutter button halfway, the image may not 
be in focus. 
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Taking Pictures (Smart Auto)_^ 

Since the camera can determine the subject and shooting conditions, you can 
let it automatically select the best settings for the scene and just shoot. The 
camera can also detect and focus on faces, setting the color and brightness 
to optimal levels.

@ What if... 

What if the color and brightness of the images do not turn out as 
expected? 

The scene icon (p.164) that appears on the screen may not match the actual 
scene. If this happens, try shooting in P mode (p. 79). 

What if the screen is off even when the camera is turned on? 

Press the DISP. button to turn on the screen. 

What if white and gray frames appear when you point the camera toward 
a subject? 

A white frame appears on the face or subject that the camera detected as the 
main subject, while gray frames appear on other detected faces. The frames will 
follow the subjects within a certain range (p. 88). 

If the subject moves, however, the gray frames will disappear, leaving only the 
white frame. 

What if a frame does not appear on the subject you want to shoot? 

The subject may not be detected, and frames may appear on the background. 
If this happens, try shooting in P mode (p. 79). 
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Taking Pictures (Smart Auto) 


What if a blue frame appears when you press the shutter button halfway? 

A blue frame appears when a moving subject is detected; the focus and 
exposure will continuously adjust (Servo AF). 

What if a flashing な appears? 

Attach the camera to a tripod so that the camera does not move and blur the 
image. 

What if the camera does not play any sounds? 

Pressing the DISP. button while turning on the camera power will turn off all 
sounds. To turn the sounds on, press the MENU button to choose [Mute] from 
the tT tab, then press the 4 ► buttons to choose [Off]. 

What if the image comes out dark even if the flash fired when shooting? 
The subject is too far away for the flash to reach. The effective flash range is 
approximately 30 cm -4.0 m (12 in.-13 ft.) at maximum wide angle ( 晒 )， and 
approximately 50 cm - 2.0 m (1.6 - 6.6 ft.) at maximum telephoto ([ 奉 ]). 

What if the camera beeps once when the shutter button is pressed 
halfway? 

Your subject may be too close. When the camera is at maximum wide angle 
( 晒 )， move about 3 cm (1.2 in.) or more away from your subject and shoot. 
Move about 80 cm (2.6 ft.) or more away when the camera is at maximum 
telephoto ([ 奉 ]). 

What if the lamp lights when the shutter button is pressed halfway? 

To reduce red-eye and to assist in focusing, the lamp may light when shooting 
in dark areas. 

What if the screen turns off when you try to shoot? 

When flash recharging begins, the screen turns off. The screen turns on again 
when recharging ends. 


を What if an icon appears in the upper right of the screen? 

The icon for the determined scene will appear in the upper right of the screen. For 
details on the icons that appear, see "Scene Icons" (p.164). 


を Choosing the subject to focus on (Tracking AF) 

After pressing the ▲ button and displaying point the camera so that か s 
on the subject you want to focus on. Press and hold the shutter button halfway to 
display a blue frame where focus and exposure will be maintained (Servo AF). 
Press the shutter button fully to shoot. 
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Viewing Images 

You can view the images you have taken on the screen. 


Y Enter Playback mode. 

• Press the 囚 button. 

► The last image you took will appear. 


Choose an image. 

• Pressing the 4 button will cycle through 
the images from newest to oldest. 

• Pressing the ► button will cycle through 
the images from oldest to newest. 

• Pressing and holding the 4 ^ buttons will 
display images in a line letting you quickly 
search them. Pressing the @ button 
restores single image playback (p. 110). 

■ I'he lens will retract after approximately 1 
minute elapses. 

Pressing the 囚 button again while the 
lens is retracted will turn off the power.

Confirm that the batteries are the correct type, and is not depleted (p.16). 

Confirm that the batteries are properly inserted (p.15).

If the battery terminals are dirty, battery performance will decrease. Clean the terminals 
with a cotton swab and re-insert the batteries several times. 

Batteries are consumed quickly. 

Warm the batteries, for example, 
by placing them in your pocket, taking care that the terminals do not come into contact 
with any metal objects.

When shooting with the flash, the lamp (on the 
front of the camera) lights (p. 40), and for approximately 1 second while the camera is 
reducing red-eye, it is not possible to shoot. It is more effective if the subject is looking 
directly at the lamp.

Correct shooting time does not display, or stops. 

Format the memory card in the camera, or use a memory card capable of recording at 
high speeds. Even when the shooting time does not display properly, the recorded 
video will be the length that it was actually shot (pp. 21,30).

The camera’s internal memory was insufficient. Try one of the following: 

Perform a low-level format of the memory card in the camera (p.145). 

Change the image quality setting (p.104). 

Use a memory card capable of recording at high speeds (p.104).

Cannot play back images or movies.

Depending on its capabilities, when playing movies on a computer, frames may drop or 
the audio may cut out.

Cannot transfer images to a computer.

Unidentified Image/Incompatible JPEG/lmage too large./Cannot play back 
AVI/RAW 

Unsupported images, or images with corrupted data cannot be displayed. 

Images manipulated on a computer, that have had their file name changed, or have 
been taken with a different camera may not display. 

Cannot magnifyl/Cannot play back this content in Smart Shuffle/Cannot 
rotate/Cannot modify image/Cannot register this imagei/Cannot modify/ 
Cannot assign to category/Unselectable image. 

Incompatible images cannot be magnified (p.114), played back in Smart Shuffle 
(p.114), tagged as favorites (p.122), rotated (p.125), edited (pp.126 - 130), 
registered to the start-up screen (p.146), categorized (p.123), or added to a print list 
(P. 139). 

Images manipulated on a computer, that have had their file name changed, or have 
been taken with a different camera may not be magnified, played back in Smart Shuffle, 
tagged as favorites, rotated, edited, registered to the start-up screen, categorized, or 
added to a print list. 

Movies cannot be magnified (p.114), played back in Smart Shuffle (p.114), edited 
(pp.126 - 130), added to a print list (p.139), or registered to the start-up screen

Never place the camera close to magnets, motors or other devices that 
generate strong electromagnetic fields.
